A Treasury deficit of $94,279,346 for 
he fiscal $M is estimated in the an- 
Aval report of Director Lord of the 
pudget made public yesterday. 

It is the first time since the war the 
sovernment’s estimates have definitely 
forecast a deficit in their annual re- 
sorts and they base their condition on 
im increase in prospective Government 
‘xpenditures, due to increased activi- 
les of bureaus during the fiscal year 
929 and to a prospective decrease in 

venue. 

This switch in estimates has convert- 
i the estimated surplus of $252,540,- 
83 figured upon when the 1929 budget 
vas first fixed into the deficit. The 
leficit estimate was arrived at by cal- 
ulations made in June. 


Expenditures Put Higher. 


In estimating the cost of operating 
he Government for the year on Decem- 
, 5, 1927, the bureau placed the 
tal of probable expenditures at $3,566,- 
57,031. The estimate made on/June 
0, however, set probable expenditures 
t $3,801,780,922 and the probable re- 
eipts at $3,707,501,576. ' 

The June 30 estimate of probable 
bvenues was $101;995,738 less than that 
ade last December. Customs receipts 

the last esiimate were placed at 

587,000,000, a decrease of $15,000,000 
ver the December estimate, while the 
mternal revenue receipts were set at 
2,590,000,000, a decrease of $115,545,000. 
he collections from miscellaneous 
axes in the last estimate were set at 
530,501,576, an increase of $28,549,262 
ver the previous estimate. 

The budget submitted to Congress 

1928 for 1929 called for total appro- 
priations of $3,505,793,76. and supple- 
mental estimates brought it up to 

3,569,589,295. Congress appropriated a 
otal of $3,563,033 ,922.

Citizens Seek Sewers 
Adequate in Big Rains 


Floods Reveal 9 Spots, 
Which, They Declare, 


Are Menace.

During this month when more rain 
has poured down on the Capital than in 
any single month, in the last 22 years, 
the sewerage system of the District: has 
been thoroughly tested and evidence 
of weakness in certain sections has 
been revealed. 

Through the Police Department, the 
existence of nine places in the North- 
east and Northwest sections, which are 
flooded by heavy rains, was learned 
yesterday. The department laid the 
blame for such conditions on the in- 
ability of sewers to carry off rain water 
with sufficient rapidity. 

Residents in the vicinity of these nine 
places, the police reported, have re- 
peatedly complained of the sewerage 
weakness and flooded basements. In 
One section com -laints have been made 
constantly for two years to the Police 


and Sewer Departments and the Dis- 


trict officials, residents stated, but aid 
has not been forthconfing. 

The Police Department listed the 
the following places: First street from 
weak points of the sewerage system at 
P street to Florida avenue northwest; 
Eighth street and Florida avenue 
northwest; Fifteenth and H streets 
northeast; in the vicinity of the rail- 
road viaduct on Florida avenue north- 
east, near Third street; the area in 
Benning in the vicinity of the Wash- 
ington, Baltimore & Annapolis Rail- 
road tracks, Kenilworth Junction and 
Chesapeake Junction; in the vicinity 
of the railroad viaduct on Rhode Island 
avenue northeast, near Sixth street; 
Fourth street and Rhode Island ave- 
nue northeast; Georgia avenue and 
Butternut street northwest, and Fifth 
to Seventh and Hamilton to Ingraham 
streets northwest.

New York, Aug. 26 (A.P.).—A prize 
of $25,000 for “the best and most 
practicable plan to make the eight- 
eenth amendment effective’ has been 
offered by W. C. Durant, motor car 
magnate and capitalist. 

“We are imperiled by the widespread 
violation of the Hquor law embodied 
in the eighteenth amendment to the 
Constitution of the United States, the 
highest law of the land.” a statement 
issued from Mr. Durant’s office today 
declared. 

“Big business leaders who have the 
largest stake in law observance pub- 
licly and privately violate this law and 
countenance its violation by others 
Instead of using their wealth and 
influence to create public opinion de- 
manding law enforcement, our busi- 
ness men of character and position 
are the chief support of the master 
criminal class, the bootlegger. 

“It is my belief that the majority 
of our people do not want the 
eighteenth amendment 
The people want it 
obeyed. 

“In order to give expression to the 
soundest thought in the country on 
the subject, I offer a prize of $25,000 
for the best and most practicable plan 
to make the eighteenth amendment 
effective ” 

The statement said the prize would 
be awarded by a committee of promi- 
nent men and women now 0beitng 
selected, competitive offerings must be 
submitted prior to December 1 of this 
year.

NEWOPAPER PLANT 
WRECKED bY SUMB 


Blast Is Held Due to Policy 
of Attacking Activities 
of Gangsters. 


|ACTION FOLLOWS THREATS 


Chicago, Aug. 26 (A.P.).—Offices of 
the Star, a semiweekly newspaper of 
Chicago Heights, a suburb, were wrecked 
early today by a dynamite bomb wheh 
caused damages of $°+,000, but no per- 
injuries. 

King Williams, the paper’s youthful 
editor, says the blast was in retalia- 
tion for his policy of publishing all the 
news of the community, regardless of 
whom it discomfited. 

“The bombing will only insonveni- 
ence next Tuesday’s publication,” said 
Williams. “I carried bomb insurance, 
so the paper isn't out a cent.” 

Tonight, there was offered  proot 
that his community would see to it 
that the Star would continue publica- 
tion, for various citizens have. offered 
any needed ffnancial aid to Williams 
and the city commission has posted a 
reward of $1,000 to the person who 
gives any information leading to the 
arrest of the bombers. 

The Star is housed in a two-story 
building. The force of the dynamite 
ripped off the front of the structure 
and broke residence windows for a 
block around. 

“Wrecking the building really doesn't 
matter mech,” says the optimistic edi- 
tor. “We’re going to move into a new 
plant in ~ couple of weeks anyway. It’s 
almost ready for occupancy now.” 

“The bootleggers and other gangsters 


don’t like it when 1 tell about them 
being arrested and fined, but the rest 
of the community has a right to know 
those things, so 1 tell them. For the 
last few months, the anonymous 
threats have been coming frequently.”

Collections 


For City Gain 2 Per Cent 


Capital’s Receipts of $16,360,745 for Fiscal Year of 
1928 Made in Face of 2 Per Cent Decline for 
U. S. Total—Maryland Figure Drops. ~ 


In the face of a net falling off of 2 
per cent in the total income tax col- 
lections of the United States for the 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1928, those 
for the District of Columbia increased 
2 per cent over the previous year to 
$16,360,745.95, according to a prelimin- 
ary report released yesterday by the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue. 

The total is comprised of $8,371,684 
in corporation tax receipts and $7,989,- 
061 in individual returns. Miscel- 
laneous taxes totalled $824,708, bring- 
ing the total internal revenue collec- 
tions for the year up to $17,185,454. 

A steady increase in income tax col- 
lections in the District of Columbia 
has been shown during the last two 
years, according to the report. For 
the fiscal year ended June 30, 1926, 
they totalled $15,190,626; for 1927, 
$16,019,922, and for 1928, $16,360,745. 

However, the Maryland collection 
district, of which the District of Col- 
umbia is a part, showed a decrease of 
5 per cent in income tax collections, 


dropping from $29,626,632 (exclusive 
of the District of Columbia) in 1927, 
to $28,253,996 during the last fiscal 
year. 

The total internal revenue receipts 
in the Maryland collection district was 
$48,496,659, or a decrease of 4 per cent 
from the $50,706,307 of 1927. 

For the country as a whole, income 
tax collections were $2,174,573,102 and 
miscellaneous tax collections $615,962,- 
434, making the total internal revenue 
receipts for the fiscal year $2,790,535.- 
537. This was a decrease of $75,147,592 
from the previous year, when $45,379,- 
340 more was collected in income 
taxés; and $29,768,251 more in miscel- 
laneous. 

Of the income tax collections in 


1928, $1,291,845,989 pas from corpora- 
tions and $882,727,123 from individuals. 
This was a decrease os $16,166,543 in 
corporation taxes, and $29,212,797 in 
individual taxes compared with the 
collections of the previous year.

“It should be 
understood that the law on the sub- 
ject is plain, that these laws have been 
on the statute books for some years and 
that, in so far as this department is 
concerned, we plan no action that can 
not be taken legally. 

“I am trying to enforce the law. It 
is my sworn duty, but I am proceeding 
toward that duty under the law and 
the interpretation of the law as ren- 
dered by the courts.”

Under normal circumstances, a cour- 
tesy visit to London appeared to diplo- 
mats to be the natural thing for the 
American Secretary to do. With Great 
Britain and France recognized as the 
leading European powers, a visit to the 
capital of France without a visit to 
London—or vice versa—would inevit- 
ably be a subject of comment. 


Other Reason for Visits. 


The fact that Mr. Kellogg has been 
United States Ambassador Great 
Britain appeared to be an added reason 
for a London visit, and the diplomatic 
experience of Mr. Kellogg at the Court 
of SHt. James precludes in the minds of 
diplomats here any suggestion that the 
American Secretary of State may have 
underrated the significance to be at- 
tached to his avoidance of London 
after the Paris visit. 

Thus, British public opinion was 
puzzled and ripe for any sort of expla- 
nation of Mr. Kellogg’s change of plans 
after he had first intended to go to 
London. The London Times dispatch 
therefore touched acutely sensitive 
British nerves. 3 

The avoidance of London is now link- 
ed with the idea of a protest by Mr. 
Kellogg and President Coolidge against 
the recent activities of Sir Austen 
Chamberlain. How long this impres- 
sion will remain uncorrected and what 
its effect will be are matters of con- 
jecture. 

The British foreign secretary—or 
any foreign secretary for that matter 
—nearly always gains in the estima- 
tion of his own people when he is made 
the object of rebuke by a foreign gov- 
ernment so that British opinion is ex- 
pected to veer sharply in Sir Austen’s 
favor until this matter is straightened 
out.

¢ Kellogg May Alter Plans. 


Usually in cases of this kind, the 
government which is rightly or wrongly 
placed in the position of having criti- 
cized a foreign statesman makes haste 
to pour oil on the troubled waters. 

It will cause no surprise therefore if 
Secretary Kellogg now alters his plan 
and decides to visit London. Meanwhile, 
it is anticipated that diplomatic de- 
nials of the dispatch printed by the 
London Times will make their appear- 
ance. 

It will of course be next to impos- 
sible to substantiate reports that Mr. 
Kellogge’s omission of London was in 
conformity witth any plan to rebuke 
Sir Austen Chamberlain, and it will 
be equally impossible, in the absence 
of authentic information, to state that 
President Coolidge directed Mr. Kellogg 
to omit London in order to rebuke the 
British foreign secretary. 

A word from the President or from 
Mr. Kellogg would suffice to dissipate 
such reports, and it is rather expected 
that they will be dissipated. 

But there is nevertheless ground for 
the belief that both the President and 
Secretary Kellogg have been none too 
pleased with the recent activities of 
Sir Austen. Just why Sir Austen should

Detectives declared the girl admitted 
she was in the room when O'Leary was 
killed, but whether the slayers were 
named was not revealed. The state- 
ment, however, sent detectives away 
on additional clews, some of which led 
to Atlantic City. 

There also was a rumor that the 
slayers were New York gunmen, and 
that they were hired to kill O’Leary 
by a Philadelphia underworld leader 
to avenge the street-corner shooting in 
which Hugh McL6on was killed and 
William Meister and Joseph Fries 
wounded.

Tunney, in Dinner Clothes, 
Re-enacts Dempsey Battle 


John McCormack, His Host, Plays Role of Manassa 
Mauler as Retired Champion Demonstrates Phases 
of Chicago Title Bout. 


London, Aug. 26 (A.P.).—The spec- 
tacle of Gene Tunney, attired in 
evening clothes, reenacting some of the 
phases of his Chicago fight with Jack 
Dempsey, while John McCormack took 
the part of the Manassa mauler, was 
afforded guests of the Irish singer 
Friday night, according to a story from 
the Dublin correspondent of the Sun- 
day Dispatch. 

The demonstration took place at a 
dinner party given by McCormack at 
his castle, Moore Abbey, near Dublin, 
and the guests included United States 
Minister Sterling and Col. James E. 
Fitzmaurice, the transatlantic flier. A 
discussion arose concerning Dempsey’s 
knockdown blow in the famous seventh 
round, 

Tunney was explaining that he had 
been badly injured in his right eye 
four days before the fight when he 
suddenly arose from the table to de- 
monstrate exactly what happened. 


Then followed, the correspondent said, 
the “strange spectacle of Tunney driv- 
ing about in evening clothes in the 
lovely room with John McCormack 
facing him and giving an impersona- 
tion of Dempsey.” 

Tunney admittec, he was in bad 
Shape when he went down, but in- 
sisted that when the referee intoned 
the word “four” he was again consci- 
ous. He attributed his trouble to 
astigmatism from the eye injury, the 
fact that he was nearer to the ropes 
than he thought, and that he came 
away from them too hurriedly. 

The explanation was accompanied by 
a pantomime of the affair with Mc- 
Cormack dodging agilely from Tunney’s 
punches which were invariably accom- 
panied by a boldly = ejaculated 
“whoosh.” 

Tunney similarly displayed the 
methods he had adopted against 
Heney.

Regal Splendor Planned 
for Treaty Ratification 
Ceremony Today. 


KELLOGG WILL LEAD 
FORMAL PROCESSION 


All Controversial Issues Are 
Avoided to Emphasize the 
Harmony of Nations. 


Paris, Aug.

26 (A.P.).—The Briand- 
for the renunciation of 
war will be signed here tomorrow with 
ceremonies closely akin to regal pomp. 

Ushers in gala attire will precede and 
follow the procession of delegates, one 
of them carrying an ancient halberd 
such as kings’ minions used to do in 
royal processions. As they arrive at 
the Quay d’Orsay the delegates will be 
received with strict compliance to the 
formal master of ceremonies, Becq de 
Fouquires, who, though a stern republi- 
can, is said to be capable of outdoing 
any royal functionary in his important 
role. 

The master of ceremonies will escort 
the delegates into the presence of For- 
eign Minister Briand in his private work 
room. 


Kellogg to Head Delegates. 

When all are assembled the ushers, 
dressed in blue jackets, red knicker- 
bockers and white stockings, will lead 
the procession to the clock room in this 
order: 

Kellogg, of America; Cushendun, of 
Britain; Briand, of France; Stresemann, 
of Germany; Hymans, of Belgium; Za- 
leskie, of Poland; Benes, of Czechoslo- 
vakia; Mackenzie-King, of Canada; Cos- 
grave, of the Irish Free State; Manzoni, 
of Italy; Uchida, of Japan; MacLach- 
lan, of Australia, and Smuts, of South 
Africa. Other ushers will bring up the 
rear. 

In the clock room the de.egates will 
take places around a horseshoe table 
with Monsieur Briand in the center. At 
th. head of the table will be grouped 
the principal] actors of Locarno and the 
present antiwar pact negotiations— 
Stresemann with the other European 
and Asiatic delegates on Briand’s right; 
Kellogg and the delegates from all the 
English-speaking countries on his left. 


Briand to Open Session. 


Briand will declare the session open 
with a few remarks and then invite 
the statesmen to sign the pact to which 
will be amnexed the documents ex- 
changed between Paris and Washington 
during the prolonged negotiations. The 
delegates will sign in alphabetical or- 
der, according to the French names of 
the country they represent. with Ger- 
many first. Then comes the United 
States; England and the dominons— 
Australia, Canada, New Zealand, and 
South Africa, Belgium, France, Italy 
India, Irish Free State, Japan, Poland 
and Czechoslovakia. 

The procession will form again after 
the signature of the pact and proceed in 
the same order to the rotunda of the 
salon where M. Briand will serve tea. 

Stresemann Enters Paris. 

The arrival of Herr Stresemann, who 
was greeted with great deference at the 
North Station, brought the significance 
of the antiwar pact to the attention 
of the French people with great force. 
He is the first member of the German 
cabinet to enter the city of Paris in 57 
years. Two wars have been waged be- 
tween France and Germany since that 
time and despite improved relations 
between the former enemies, his pres- 
ence here, it is thought, would still 
be inopportune had not Kellogg and 
Briand furnished a fitting occasion. 
Herr Stresemann himself expressed 
this sentiment, declaring: 

“The fact that this pact is to be 
signed in Paris and that I have the 
honor of affixing to it the first sige 
nature in the name of Germany give 
it symbolic value. It is a new step of 
great importance in bringing together 
France and Germany.” 

The German foreign minister’s mise 
sion here, it is authoritatively learned, 
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will be limited to the signature of the 
pact. There will be no talk of evacua- 


tion of the Rhineland or of a revision 
of reparations. 


Other Issues Postponed. 


It is the opinion in French gbdvern- 
ment circles that discussion of these 
important questions requires careful 
preparation and that it ought not to 
be connected with or subordinated to 
any other question. Moreover, the 
diplomatic protocol is regarded here 
aS precluding the opening of negotia- 
tions between signers of the peace 
pact on any other question.

Debt Question Avoided. 


For the same reason that will limit 
Herr Stresemann’s activities here, Pre- 
mier Poincare and M. Briand will ab- 
stain from raising the question of 
debts or any other subject than wor!d 
peace with Secretary Kellogg. It !s 
pointed out, however, that revision of 
reparations and allied questions re- 
quire several months more of prepara- 
tion, which means that any eventual 
reopening of the debt question must 
necessarily be referred to the same ex- 
tent. 

Paris, which is already beflagged in 
honor of the occasion, burst into a pro- 
fusion of light this evening, when all 
public buildings were illuminated and 
people who generally showed ignorance 
of the pact or indifference to it, began 
to show a lively interest. A consider- 
able crowd went to the North Station 
to see Herr Stresemann and their greet- 
ing of the German statesman showed 
their awakening to the importance ol 
the occasion. 


Kellogg Sees Poincare. 


Secretary Kellogg had a cordial 20- 
minute talk with Premier Poincare dur- 
ing the afternoon, in the course of 
which every subject was tabooed ex- 
cept personal amenities and peace Mr. 
Kellogg gave a dinner tonight at the 
embassy to the signers of the pact, with 
M. Poincare and the diplomatic repre- 
sentatives of all signatory countries 
as additional guests. The menu was 
distinctly French and as given out at 
the embassy was absolutely dry. Herr 
Stresemann excused himself on the 
orders of his physician, who accom- 
panied him irom Berlin. 

The German Minister made a call 
on M. Briand soon after his arrival at 
the German Embassy. A considerable 
crowd assembled around the foretgn 
office and 
he arrived and departed. 

Secretary Kellogg started his Sun- 
day in Paris at the American Church, 
where, with members of his party. he 
listened to a peace sermon. He lunch- 
ed at Versailles with Ambassador Her- 
rick, after which he looked over the 
Chateau, visiting the famous Miulrror 
Gallery, where the Treaty o: Versailles 
was signed. 

Secretary Kellogg is featured on the 
front page of all Paris Sunday news- 
papers with details of what he did and 
said with pictures of him at the tomb 
of the unknown soldier and playing 
golf at Saint Cloud. 

The newspaper, L’Oeuvre, suggests 
that August 27 be declared an inter- 
national holiday named “Peace Day.”

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Paris, Aug. 26 (A.P.).—The Kellogg 
pact, which is to be signed by fifteen 
nations tomorrow, is the fifth solemn 
agreement of | kind that has been 
signed in the last six years. 

At Genoa, in May, 1922, 30 nations 
adopted a resolution whereby they 
undertook not to commit aggressions 
upon one another. 

At Geneva, in September, 1924, the 
assembly of the League of Nations adopt- 
ed a protocol which bound the mem- 
bers to substitute arbitration for vio- 
lence in the settlement of disputes. 

At Locarno, in 1925, France, Belgium 


and Germany signed a pact which 
bound them never to make war upon 
one another but settle their contro- 
versies by arbitration. 

At Havana, in 1927, tire Pan-Ameri- 
can Congress adopted a resolution to 
taboo war as a means of furthering 
national policy. 

The Genoa resolution grew out of ef- 
forts by Lloyd George to bring former 
enemy countries into harmony again 
and to get Russia back into the concert 
of European powers. It failed of its 
object because Russia was unable or 
unwilling to satisfy the claims of other 
c ‘untries that insisted upon indemni- 
ties to their nationals whose private 
property in Russia had been confiscated. 

The Geneva protocol lapsed because 
Great Britain refused to subscribe to 
the principle of mutual assistance to 
repel attacks, taking an attitude simi- 
lar to that of the United States Gov- 
ernment with reference to the League 
of Nations. 

All of the European efforts in this 
direction grew out of the lapse of the 
treaties whereby Great Britain and the 
United States guaranteed the inviola- 
bility of the eastern French frontier. 
The French insisted strongly upon the 
strict execution of the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles and maintained a stout atti- 
tude toward Germany. The British 
statesmen bent their efforts toward con- 
ciliation and proposed concessions to 
Germany to pave the way for better 
feeling. 


~~ 


The first concrete step taken toward | 


a nonaggression pact was at Cannes, in 
January, 1922, where Lloyd George pro- 
posed a Franco-British pact to replace 
the British and American guarantee 
treaties, with the understanding that 
France should make concessions on 
naval disarmament and accept the idea 
of the Genoa conference for the final 
establishment of real peace. 

At that time public opinion in France 
was not ready for the necessary sacri- 
fices. Briand, who was thought to be 
going too fast. was called to Paris to 
explain to the cabinet, and in a mem- 
orable speech in the chamber of depu- 
ties resigned his post. The weak point 
in this proposal was that Lloyd George 
made the reservation that British forces 
would not under any circumstances be 
employed in central or eastern Europe 

This left Poland with the support 
of France alone, and it was then 
thought if another aggression were to 
be feared, it would be against Poland 
rather than France, with the certainty 
that France would be drawn in to aid 
her ally. 

Both Briand and Lloyd George were 
out of office when the Dawes 
was drawn up. Socialism and extreme 
radicalism had triumphed in 
countries and the way was prepared 
for concillatory negotiations with 
Germany. The Reich was represented 
at a conference in London which de- 
cided upon the application of the 
Dawes plan, and at which it was agreed 
that the evacuation of the Ruhr would 
follow immediately the acceptance by 
Germany of the Dawes plan. 

From that time on there developed 
a rivalry between Herriot and Briand 
as to leadership in the peace cam- 
paign. The former launched the ar- 
bitration protocol in Geneva, which 
his friends have maintained was, with 
the concession made by Herriot in 
London, the determining influence for 


real peace between France and Ger- 
| many. He fell from power soon after- 


ward, however, and Briand took up the 
work with Sir Austen Chamberlain 
and finally, after a lunch at Tholiry 
with Herr Stresemann, established re- 
lations that made Locarno possible. 

It was'on the tenth anniversary of 
the entry of the United States into 
the war in April, 1917, that Briand, tn

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TARIFF CHANGES. 

The two big parties having agreed that 
there shall be revision of the tariff, it is to 
be expected that Congress will undertake 
revision without great delay. Possibly 
an extra session will be called by the new 
President to deal with this all-important 
subject. 

Revision of the tariff upward on farm 
products is promised by the Republicans, 
and the Democratic platform promises 
“equality of treatment between agricul- 
ture and other industries.’ 

There is a great discrepancy in esti- 
mates of the value and nature of foreign 
products that enter into competition with 
American agriculture in the American 
market. A prominent Republican re- 
cently stated that foreign agricultural 
products entering the United States were 
valued at more than $3,000,000,000, of 
which $2,000,000,000 represented prod- 
ucts that could be produced in the United 
States. If this be true, tariff revision 
upward on farm products may work won- 
ders in relieving farm depression. 

An analysis of agricultural imports, 
however, fails to show that the United 
States is throwing $2,000,000,000 worth 
of eat Bie to foreign farmers at the 
xxpense of American farmers. The big 
items of “‘agricultural” imports are raw 
silk, crude rubber, drugs, gums, dyeing 
and tanning extracts, hides, skins, &c.. 
very little of which can be proauced 
the United States. The imports of food- 
stuffs amount to about $865,000,000 in 
value, but here also they consis‘ largely 
of noncompetitive products, such as of- 
‘ee, tea, spices, tropical fruits and nuts. 
[he total imports of meats, poultry, 
trains, vegetables and dairy products 
which may be regarded as competitive 
amount to only about $100,000,000 in 
value. Thus it does not appear that the 
imports of competitive farm products are 
the cause of farm depression in this ccun- 
try. But the farmer is entitled to the 
home market, and the tariff should be 
raised on all competitive products. 

On the item of sugar, full protection 
should be given to American producers, 
beet and cane. At the same time, the 
obligation of the United States to avoid 
disruption of the Cuban sugar industry 
is morally binding and politically neces- 
sary. The most effective protection of 
the domestic sugar industry could be 
obtained without injury to Cuba by 
imposing a reasonable limitation upon 
importations from the Philippines. For- 
eign capital not interested in American 
welfare is rapidly developing the sugar 
production of the Philippines, . under 
favorable climatic and labor conditions. 
The shipments of Philippine sugar to the 
United States already reach more than 
500,000 tons, and unless limited they 
threaten to displace both Cuban and do- 
mestic sugar. 

The destruction of the domestic and 
Cuban sources of supply would make the 
United States dependent upon a source 


7,000 miles distant, subject to interrup-. 


tions in case of foreign wars and causing 
risks of war involving this country. This 
is too great a price to pay for encouraging 
the development of the Philippines, par- 
‘ticularly since the profits would go to 
Europe and not to the United States. 
The Payne-Aldrich tariff Jaw imposed 
a limitation upon imports of Philippine 
sugar. The same rule should now be 
applied, with a limitation liberal enough 
to avoid embarrassment to the Philip- 
pine industry. The Orient offers a rich 
market for Philippine sugar, and timely 
action by Congress could divert this sugar 
to Oriental markets without injury to 
the growers and refiners in the islands.

ures the salts that are known to exist in Texas 
and other States of the Southwest. The other 
phase is a proposed attempt to release from its 
implacable affinity with silicate and similar 
rocks the potash which is khown to exist in 
the leucite formations of Wyoming at per- 
centages much higher than any recoverable 
from the kelp of the Pacific Ocean. 

It is said that there is no known process 
for extracting potash from silicate rock. Pre- 
sumably the statement is made after a care- 
ful scrutiny of thé Patent Office records, as 
processes for doing this thing were reported 
as achieving laboratory success during the 
war period. However, a process and an in- 
dustry represent two undertakings not neces- 
Sarily related. 

It is clearly in the Government’s interest to 
seek to secure domestic supplies of potash as 
a war necessity, and to relieve American agri- 
culture from its dependence upon foreign sup- 
plies. The plan to have the research carried 
on by the Bureau of Soil Chemistry, the Bu- 
reau of Mines and the Department of Agricul- 
ture would bring into coordinate action the 
activities which manifestly must be correlated 
if success is to be achieved. The Geological 
Survey has completed its researches into the 
deposits of leucite, and feels that the future 
work for securing stores of potash is of a 
purely technical nature. With the fact proved 
that the country has unlimited supplies of the 
fertilizer and war chemical, it would seem 
quite within the range of expectation that 
these other branches of the Government can 
pave the way for private enterprise to put 
domestic potash upon the market, 


SCIENCE LIMITS ITSELF. 


A severe arfaignment of the sciences has 
been made by a writer of one of the learned 
journals, who holds that they are far from 
holding aloft the beacon of progress and I{ght- 
ing the way of advance into the ‘‘unforayed 
areas of the universe.’’ On the contrary, they 
are timorous and never make a forward step 
without being prodded. They set up their 
own definitions of truth, and limit their bor- 
ders of inquiry. The author adds that “A 
scientist is one who sits in a room of many 
closed doors, none of which he dares open.”’ 
A leader in the field of philosophy is quoted as 
saying that he could not accept the hypothesis 
of telepathy, for the reason that he would bc 
compelled to go back over his course and 
entirely reconstruct his ‘‘science;”’ ‘‘and that 
[’ll not do unless compelled to.’’ 

So the lance-breaker who is seeking to ride 
at jousts with the scientist dismisses this ‘‘be- 
liever only in his own wares” with the curt 
remark that Sir William Crookes was made 
of truer stuff, inasmuch as he declared his 
firm conviction that the material of science 
known was but as a bit of spider's web to the 
facts of science yet ungarnered, and asserted 
his faith that telepathy would yet be the 
medium through which the way of man would 
be widened from the earth to the universe.

THE TERRIBLE TERMITES. 


It is all right for the sluggard to follow the 
admonition to go to the ant and “be wise,’’ but 
for the man of business whose materials are 
of the kind that the ant preys upon the insect 
is not a symbol of wisdom but a pernicious and 
terrible termite. The anathemas of those 
who lose from this source are not directed 
against all kinds of ants but against the sort 
that propagate in wood, the destructive activi- 
ties of which can actually be heard at times in 
the heart of some cherished piece of old fur- 
niture. ‘‘The destruction wrought by the in- 
sects,’’ says Dr. Snyder, of the Bureau of 
Entomology, “causes losses to small house- 
holders amounting to $2,000 to $3,000 per in- 
dividual, because the building operators are 
either ignorant of white ants or fail to take 
proper care against them.” » 

By wood preservation and preservatives the 
bureau is working to combat the ants. Screen- 
ing and the impregnation of woodwork and 
furniture with proper chemicals can be count- 
ed upon to do much to offset the ravages of 
the ants, but when buildings become infected 
they need drastic fumigation with hydrocyanic 
acid, as the termites bear up well under less 
searching poisons. 

Not the least of the factors in wiping out the 
evidences of past peoples and civilizations has 
been the termites in their work of destruction 
of wooden beams, which, decayed, let the 
structures collapse. The task of the present 
is to make innocuous the white ant, which, ter- 
rible as it is, can not match in devastation 
that wrought by some of its relations, such as 
the army ant of Africa.

An informatory double is made with 
the hope that it may produce an an- 
awer from the partner which, fitting 
with the doubling hand, will result 
in making:a game. As an adversary has 
been strong enough to bid, a Minor 
answer produces a game-going result 
much less frequently than a Major an- 
axver—especially when the original bid 
was No Trump. Consequently the in- 
formatory double is an invitation to 
the partner to bid a Major. The part- 
ner is expected to accept this invita- 
tion whenever he has at least four 
cards of a Major even if he have a 
stronger four-card or five-card Minor. 


At a love score the difference be- 
tween making game at a Major (ten 
tricks) and at a Minor (eleven tricks) 
is really an enormous one; and answer- 
ing the double with any four-card 
Major in preference to a_ stronger 
Minor, works most satisfactorily in ac- 
tual play.

HE importance of general exercise 

that brings into play all of the 

muscles of the body can not be 
overstressed in any discussion of the 
reduction or development of any spe- 
Clal part in reply to many letters 
sking for advice on the development 
or reduction of hips, legs and ankles, 
I suggest some special exercises for in- 
doors, but urge the value of combin- 
ing with them some regular outdoor 
recreation, such as swimming, tennis, 
golf or even a brisk daily walk to keep 
the weight normal. Whether the prob- 
lem is one of reduction or building up, 
the sure road is regular exercise, plenty 
of rest, and care in the selection of 
things to eat and drink. 

I suggest the following speci#f! exer- 
cises as aids in building for true pro- 
portions below the waist line: 

1, Stand erect, holding with the right 
hand to something secure, such as a 
heavy chair or the foot-board of a bed. 
Swing the left foot slightly torward, 
at the same time bending the other 
knee Bring the left foot up with an 
enengetic kick. Repeat with the other 
leg, holding with the left hand. Alter- 
nate eight or ten times. 

2. Sit on the floor and spread the 
legs widely apart. Relax the muscles 
and roll the body forward from the 
nips, letting the outstretched hands 
slide forward along the floor. Resume 
an erect position. Repeat ten of twelve 
times. 

3. Stretch out at full length on the 
floor with the feet together. Bring the 
feet straight up without bending the 
knees, swinging the legs in an endeavor 
to touch the floor behind -the head 
with the toes. Repeat several times 
with a rocking movement. 

For Calves and Ankles, 

1, Stand erect. Tense the muscles of 
the calves and rise on tip-toe. Hold 
the position for a moment before slowly 
lowering the body tp the starting po- 
sition. 

2. Stand erect, feet close together, 
hands on hips. Keeping the ankles 
together, rotate the whole body from 
the ankles. Repeat ten times in one 
direction, then ten times in the other. 

3. Stand erect with hands resting on 
some solid object for. support. rn 
the toes outward so that the feet form 
as straight a‘line as ible. Now. 
hend the knees until the body is in 
© squatting ition. Rise and repeat 
Six times will be: enough at first. 

4. In a comfortable sitting ition. 
stretch une leg out, clear of the floor 
with the toe pointed downward. Ro- 
tate the foot outward from the ankle

WITH THANKSGIVING 


1,000 Citizens Join Hymns 
and Prayers at Cathe- 
dral Peace Cross. 


OTHER SERVICES HELD 
BY MANY CONGREGATIONS 


Rev. W. F. Peirce Likens Pact 
to America’s Declaration 
of Independence. 


Thanks for the multilateral treaty 
renouncing war, which will be signed 
by fifteen nations today, were offered 
in Washington churches yesterday. 
Churches of virtually all denominations 
commemorated the success of the trea- 
ty at their regular services, while sev- 
eral held special ceremonies. 

Dozens of pastors took heed of the 
suggestion of the Washington Fedcra- 
tion of Churches that all affiliated 
clergymen offer special prayers of 
thanksgiving for the renunciation which 
will be made in Paris today. 


Probably the most pretentious of the. 
the 


thanksgiving services was held at 
peace cross at Washington Catedral, 
where the Rev. William Foster Peirce, 
president of Kenyon College, Ohio, de- 
livered the principal address. 

Secretary of the Treasury Andrew W. 
Mellon and Acting Secretary of State 
Francis White represented the United 
States at the service, at which were 
present the following diplomatic rep- 
resentatives on behalf of their respec- 
tive governments: The Charge d’Af- 
faires of Canada, Laurent Beaudry; the 
Charge d’Affaires ad interim of Czecho- 
slovakia, Jaroslav Lipa; Sir John Brod- 
erick, the Commercial Counselor of the 
British Embassy; M. Shigenori Togo, 
First/ Secretary of the Japanese Em- 
bassy; Herr Johann G. Lohmann and 
Herr Wolfgang zu . utlitz, 
atives of the German Embassy, and M 
Hubert Dusso. Counselor of the French 
Embassy.

Special prayers appropriate to the 
occasion were offered and hymns of 
national import were sung by the con- 
gregation of more than 1,000 persons, 
which assembled on tle greensward at 
t..e foot of the Peace Cross. 

Standing at the c:oss where 
been commemorated the close of the 
Cpanish-American Wah, and in 1919, 
the coming of peace after the Worid 
War, President Peirce pointed out that 
today in the signing of the multilateral 
treaty in Paris “for the first time in 
the history of mankind the _ great 
principle of universal peace is written 
into a document which governs the 
actions of the nations. 

“Today not: rulers but the represen- 
tatives of nations meet to sign a docu- 
ment which erects a fundamental 
Christian principle into a rule by 
which they themselves are governed.” 

“The declaration of 1928 which will 
be ratified tomorrow,” continued Dr. 
Peirce, “is momentous like that of 
1776; not one nation—but fifteen— 
will unite to make August 27 a date 
long to be remembered. Tomorrow, a 
new article is to be written into the 
international creed. 

“A great international decision will 
be recorded which is epoch-making in 
its significance. Tomorrow, leading 
nations of the twentieth century take 
that action under the leadership of 
America.

“So long,” he said, “as the United 
States must deal with nations which 
respect in ws above all other things 
our capacity to take care of ourselves, 
we must maintain an adequate dis- 
play of our ability to defend our rights 
and property. 

“Therefore, a suitable program of na- 
tional defense must go hand in hand 
with every effort that is made to stamp 
out war. 

“Reach to the root of the matter and 
remove war’s causes by promoting a 
better understanding among men to 
the end that discord may be removed, 
and there will be but little danger of 
the multilateral treaty ever becoming 
@ mere scrap of paper, as some people 
think it may.”

Dr. Havenner said that residents of 
Anacostia have not every improvement 
needed, and there were several spots 
in the community which needed bet- 
ter sewerage, and predicted that these 
would come in time. He expressed 
the opinion that gradually the entire 
District sewerage system would be 
greatly improved. 

G. M. Koockogey, president of the 
Trinidad Citizens Association, said that 
at the meeting of that body in the 
Wheatley School, Montello avenue and 
Neal street northeast, tomorrow night 
at 8 o’clock, he would recommend that 
action be taken for strengthening the 
system at the Florida Avenue Viaduct 
anu at Fifteenth and H streets north- 
east. 

“The recent heavy rains have proven 
beyond a doubt that the system is 
weak in several spots in the Northeast 
section,” Mr. Koockogey said. “I feel 
that this should be remedied, and I 
am sure that the Trinidad Association 
will recommend improvements.” 

Numerous residents of the neigh- 
borhood of Fifth and Hamilton streets 
northwest, which was flooded with 5 
feet of water on Saturday night, de- 
clared that they had appealed to the 
Police and Sewer departments and the 
District government to install more 
sewers, or streggthen the ones now 
installed, but that their pleas had 
fallen on deaf ears. Another plea will 
be made to the District Commissioners.

William T. Richardson, secretary of 
the North Capitol Citizens Association, 
expressed confidence that action would 
be taken by the body at its opening 
meeting of the fall season next month.

Organized wage earners experienced 
a1 per cent increase in unemployment 
in 24 cities during July as compared 
with June, and preliminary figures for 


| August indicate tnat unemployment is 
/not materially changing, according to 


statistics which will be published in 
the American Federatiqnist for Sep- 
tember, of which William Green, presi- 
dent of the American Federation of 
Labor, is editor. 

All trades showed 18 per cent of un- 
employment in January of this year, 
with a 36 per cent of unemployment 
in the building trades. During July 
these statistics showed 1° per cent of 
unemployment in all trades, with 24 
per cent in the building trades. Ac- 
cording to these statistics, the peak of 
employment so far this year was reach- 
ed in June, when only 11 per cent of 
all trades were unemployed and 22 per 
cent of unemployment was found in 
the building trades.
